Montreal, June 6.—WithJrawal of 
newsprint from the list of exemption 
ander the sales tax will add about 
$500,000 a year to the paper bills of 
Canadian publishers, The imposition 
of thew sales~ tax on™ newapriaie wre 
#. nounced by Mr. Fielding when he 
ave the details of the chac\e- Le 
was making in the budget proposals, 
although newsprint is not specifical 
y mentioned in the various resolu- 
tions! 

The mills will hardly be affected. 
They will pass the sales tax on to the 
Canadian consumer. There, of course. 
will bé no sales tax on newsprint ex- 
wrted, which totals aboul eight tons 
to each ton consumed in Canada. 
Canadian consumption runs about 
120,000 tons a year and at $75 a ton, 
which sis the price now charged, the 
paper bill of the daily newspaper pub- 
lishers is about $9,000,000 a year. At 
6 per cent. the sales’ tax would come 
to about half a million dollars,

But peo- 
gle should ‘not take the long time 
tiew seriously. Generations of hu-. 
mans are yet.to be born to live in’ 
his country, and since the present 
generation has largely destroyed the 
driginal timber, it 1s only just and 
fair: that we should provide for the 
wood and lumber requirements of the 
futurs. On nearly every farm there 
Ss some waste land or the remnant 
ata lot. It. may be odd, rough 
spots Or sandy hills, areas that have 
aot produced profitable grain or 
grass crops and which could well be 
used for the growing of wood. 
The. Government. Forestry Branch 

Will Helpice cx 

The Forestry Branch of the Lands 
and Forestry Department is co-oper- 
ating with ‘four hundred Ontario 
farmers in which the Forestry omf- 
clals try to point the way to success 
In’ wood Jot: manigement. As a re- 
sult of such co-operation, many wal- 
out, green ash, and red’oak seedlings 
have been given a start toward useful. 
production. ‘A sttiall seed will grow 
into a big tree. 7Nature does nearly 
all the work; man simply plants the 
seed or the little’ seedling tree and 
waits. The young forest is estadlish- 
ed by planting a’ tree every six feet, 
crowding the trees together to force 
them to grow tall, straight stems. As 
the crowding becomes too great for 
thrift, alternate trees are taken out. 
These thinnings can be used as fence 
poles, rails, gate, materia], small 
lumber, suchas ¢hair and table legs, 
lamp stands, curtain poles, etc. Bo 
there fa a cource of rerenue after the 
trees have been planted twenty years 
that will take care of the overhead 
expenses incidental to maintenance. 


Very Little Labor Required in Tree- 
Growing. 


With the farm labor situation 
never satisfactory, and many farmers 
trying to crop twice as much land as 
they can handle properly, forest 
planting should show the way out. If 
the people of Ontario are to use wood

remedies having a fatty or Olly base, 
such as- ointments, should not be 
used, as the grease or oll tends to dis- 
solve and spread the poison, accord- 
lng to specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Instead 
they advise simple remedies such as 
local applications of solutioas of 
cooking soda or of Epsom sait; one 
for two heaping teaspoons to a cup 
of water. Fluid extract of grindelia, 
diluted. with 4 to 8 parts of water, is 
often used. 

Solutions of this kina may be ap- 
plied with ‘light bandages or clean 
cloths, which should be kept moist, 
and should be changed ahd discarded 
frequently, to avoid infection, During 
the night, or when molst applications 
can not be used, the polsoned sur- 
tacea should be carefully cleaned and 
dried and left exposed to the air rath- 
er thin! tightly bandaged. In the 
later stage, after the toxic material 

‘has exhausted itself, tinc-oxiae oint- 
ment and similar mild antiseptic and 
astringent applications hasten heal- 
lng.

Tho 
world’s production of artificial silk 
is estimated at elghty million pounds 
tnnoually, one-third of which [s pro- 
duced in the United States. The 
-]domestic production {ncreased from 
almost nothing In 1910 to twenty-five 
million pounds In 1922, about fifty 
per cent, of tho consumption of natur 
al silk for the same year. We read: 
“Artificial silk Is essentially a 
chomical product, tho highly, develop- 
ed mechanical processes ne neces- 
sary in the. perfection of the finished 
article. The Idea of making asllk by 
yome synthetic: process was aonsid- 
ered more than one hundred years 
ago, and {nnumerable efforts were 
made to produce a fibre.which more 
or loss recembled silk. Count, Hilairo 
de Chardonnet, a Frenchman, was 
the first to produce a synthetic fiber 
which could be used in tho textile in- 
dustry. Chardonnet had spent many 
years in the study of the life, habits 
end secretions of the siikworm. His 
investigations wero moat there and 
included the chemical analysis of the 
worm in the various stages of its 
growth. Even the trunks af the trees 
on the leaves of which tho silkworm 
feeds were carcfully studied. Having 
learned oxactly the constituents of 
the silk fiber, chemically speaking. 
Chardonnet, In 1884, produced his 
first fiber, using pulp obtained from 
grinding the trunk and \imbs of the 
mulberry treo, but It was not until 
five years later that he exhibiled his 
product publicly. Two: years later, In 
1891, Chardonnet organized a com- 
pany and began the manufacturing of 
‘artificial silk’ in a small town in 
north-eastern France... At present four 
Processes are in ‘use, The principle in 
all cases Is essentially the same, 
that of forcing 2 viscous solution thru 
minute capillaries and hardening the 
resulting {flament by drying or chem- 
{eal means, 

“Chardonnet originally used wood 
pulp obtained from the mulberry tree 
but now pure cellulosa from cotton 
fibers {fs used. The first steps in the 
process are the game as in the mant- 
facture of smokeless powder, The cot 
ton is nitrated, forming guncotton or 
nitrocellulose, which Is dissolved in 
alcohol and ether, forming a viscid 
Nquar known as “collodion.” The fi- 
ber {s obtajned by forcing the ccllo- 
dion thru minute openings Into fila- 
ments which pass thru warm air, 
drying tho thread. The filament ia 
denitrated, and after bleaching is 
washed dried and spun as a filament 
of pure cellulose, 

“In the cuprammonium process, 
material which is forced thru the 
spinnaret {fp celluloso in an ammonia- 
cal copper axid solution. The fila- 
ment {fs delivered into a solution of 
caustic soda to berate the ammonia 
and copper, or glucose may be added 
to precipitate the copper as cuprous 
oxid, =f 

“The process by which tho great- 
est amount of artificial silk ic made, 
known as tho viscose process, was 
first-disclosed In 1903 by Stearn, an 





















snifite spruce’ wood pulp is used as 
the raw material. After being mercer- 
ized with a solution of caustic soda, 
the pulp is treated with carbon bisul- 
fid, which converts {t into ao water- 
soluble compound which, when - for- 
ced into an alkaline solution is de- 
composed, leaving behind a filament 
of: pure cellulose, The spinning is 
much the same in all processes and 
{s mainly a mechanical operation. 

“Cellulose acetate, which soon is 
expected to be competing with other 
artificial silks, {is prepared by tho 
treatment of celluloso with glacial 
acetic acid. A solution tn’ chloroform 
is forced thru the spinneret Into somo 
solution which dissolres“out the’ sol- 
vent without attacking the cellulose 
acetate, such as petroleum, hydro- 
carbons, camphor oll, and turpentine. 
Or the filament may be forced thru 
the capilllaries inta rooms heated 
above tha boiling-point of the solvent 
when the cellulose acetate: solidfies 
into a thread and =may'be directly 
wound off, the solvent béing recover- 
ed and utilized again. 

“These chemical processes and’ the 
mechanical operations used in manu- 
facture of, artificial silk have been 
developed to produce threads ranging 


in quality from heavy silk monotits,| 


krown as horschalir to the fine pll- 
able threads which rival natural silk 
in softness, luster and touch, These. 
threads can be made unbroken in 
length for thousands of yards, 
they can bo made of short staple 
fibers giving the threads the char 
ecterlatics of cotton or wop!, They 
con be made rough and dull or 
smooth and lustrous. In fact, the 
possibilities for variation are 
infinite and have only just begun to 
be investigated. 

“Artificial silk has come to be re- 
cognized as a raw material and in a 
clasa with other vegetable and animal 
fibers. The early difficulties encoun- 
tered in the weaving and dyelig of 
this material have been overcome 
and it is now playing an important 
part In the textile Industry,

mo. Not! from: patriotic reasons did 
he raise the standard’ of revolt 
against the Egyptian Government, 
but because the government was in- 
terfering with his most profitable 
Une of business, which was the slave 
trade, Nevertheless, his rebellion 
against the curtailment of his busi- 
ness activities synchronised with the 
religious crusade of the Mahdi. They 
Jolned forces, Osman. becoming ‘the 
ehlef Hetitenant of the Mahdi, and 
the real military director of the cam- 
peign against the British. 

About Osman’s Hineage there {s 
some doubt. One theory is that he 
was the ‘pon of a roving Scotchman 
and a ‘native Arab. woman, of the 
Hadendowas; another that his grand- 
father wes a Turk and his grand- 
mother an Arab. In any event, he 
was brought up by the Arabs as a 
boy, but later, with his brother,’ took 
charge of.the business at Suakin: The 
reapectable part of this business was 
& traMe in ostrich feathers, gums, 
Wory, pepper, skins and other Centra! 
African produce in return for more 
or less tawdry European goods, But 
the most profitable trado was in 
slaves. .In 1870 the slave trade was 
abolished, and the prosperity of the 
house of Digna began to decline. For 
& time it was carzied on clandestinely 
on a reduced scale, but.in 1877 the 
firm was rulned when a British gun- 
boat esptured @ boat loaded with 
slaves, the property of the Digna 
brothers. ..Osman determined to re- 
bel, and summoned a number of 
bis friends and suggested plans for 
& revolt, but these friends were timid. 

Oaman/left Suakin and for the next 
@ix years roamed through the Inter- 
for, doing a little trade and making 
éxtensive'acquaintance with the no- 
mad tribes. : In 1881, Mahomet Ach- 
met from* bis headquarters in the 
White desert announced that he was 
the Mahdi, and {n 1863. Osman visited 
him to.volunteer his services. He 
was cordfally welcomed, . and left 
with the title “Emir of the Dervish 
of God," and with authority to raise 
Yroopa: in "support ofthe holy” war. 
He won over an important Arab tribe 
which i had control of. the caravan 
route Berber to Suakin, and 


at the head of. this tribe was called |’ 


upon ta give battle to Tewhk Bey 
and-a number of Egyptian soldiers. 
He was defeated with heavy loss, and 
a abort time later was beaten again. 
By this: time most of his followers 
had. deserted, but Osman was ‘not 
discouraged, and‘shortly afterward, 
he surprised: and massacred a’ con- 
alderable Egyptian force, The ‘rvic- 
tory enbanced, his prestige and Arab 
ocldiers flocked to hia side. Those 
who remained neutral he forced into 
his ranks by threats of death. He 
bad several victories In quick succes- 
sion, due to the genius of his men 
in taking cover and falling upon un- 
suspecting enemies. 

Early in. 1884, a force of 4,000 
Egyptian troops was sent to Suakin 
under Valentine Baker Pasha #hd 
soveral other British oficera, The ob- 
lective was the relief of Tokar and 
dinkat, both surrounded by Osman‘s 
forees, Osman's spearmen surprised 
them, and the Egyptian rifemen 
broke in panic. ‘Only 1,400 of them 
secaped slaughter. The two garri- 
sons fell, but at Siknat, Tewfhk- and 
als §,000 tren, who tried to hack.their 
way oul, were killed to a man. At 
Tokar there was a surrender, and 
Osman pressed the black gunners In- 
to his ranks and later on they served 
the guns captured from Baker. The 
British Government was following its 
asual procedure, prolonging a war 
by not sending # strong enough force 
in the Arst tnstance to quell reaist- 
ance. Now it was felt that the time 
had come when Britain should put 
forth her‘strong hand. Sir Gerald 
Graham, V.C., was sent out at the 
head of a large force which included 
eome famous regimenta. Craham 
engaged Osman’s forces in two bloody 
Gghts at El-Teb and Tamal and won 
both of them, though by a narrow 
margin. [t was at Tama! that a Brit- 
ish square was broken for the first 
time in history, an event celebrated 
by Kipling in his famous poem, 
**Fuszy-Wuazy.”” 

But Osman’s resistance was™not 
over and he remained at large. After 
the fall of Khartum in 1885 Lord 
Wolseley decided to build a rallway 
fonnecting Suakin with Berber, and 
Graham wes again chosen to over- 
come the Arab resistance.

{€ is estimated that only 1,200. of’ 
thease ‘splendid and stately birds re- 
main in the Bahamas” They are all 
on thé Island of Andros, .the largeat 
and most densely wooded island of: 
the group. . The’ Samingo ts eaay. to 
see, easy to kill'and-easy to eat, The 
flamingo tongue was one of the most 
prised delicacies of: the table in Ro- 
man times, but) the? whole ‘bird: is 
esteemed in the Bahamas as formerly 
in Florida, and nothing but careful 
protection on a bird refuge can save 
the few. which remain. x 

Mr, Pearson has eétablished sanc- 
tuaries for egrets and many otner 
Gne birds and expects to have no dif- 
Gculty in obtaining funds from bird 
tovers for the upkeep or such a refuge 
on the Island of Andros, if the local 
government will co-operate in pro- 
tecting the bird.

The Galapagos Islands are of vol- 
canic origin and are about 600 miles 
weat of the: coast of Ecuador, .They 
extend about 200 miles, comprising 
fifteen islande directly under the 
Equator. The climate on the south 
coast is tempered. by a cold current 
from the Antarctic Sea which caused 
the water_on this side to maintain 3 
temperature of about 60 degrees, 
while on the north side the temper 
ature of the water is 80 degrees.

Oshkosh,’ Wis, June 20 (United 
Press)—Marsh Jand, which only a 
few years ago was considered value 
less because it could not be drained 
and put under cultivation is now a 
real money making proposition in 
Wisconsin.’ Winnebago county farm- 
ers recently struck a» scheme for the 
sale of the marsh hay for packing

He placod the project on & 
business basis, cutting and balling the 
wild ‘grass that grows on the marsh- 
es and hia introduction of tractors in 
the: work.has been an innovation,

“] This man; J. R-Guild of Medaryville, 


Ind, «used bora-drawn machinery ‘jn 
haying.» ‘Recently Guild purchased the 
Osborn ‘intérgst here. There are © two 
kinds’ of grass on marsh, one known ;

swamp hay. The best and finest hay is 
ed out and sent to market for feed- 
ing cattle. The long coarse grass gocs to 
the. steel’ factories in the East where it 
is spun into tope and bsed for making 
cords for moulding iron pipes.

Deslaning the Great Seal. 

Some time ago an account was 
given of how the great seal of the 
United States was designed. _Frank- 
lin, Adama and Jefferson: were ap- 
pointed to select a device on a cer- 
tain well-remembered day—July® 4, 
1776, no less, and there was much 
discussion ‘regarding that Important 
matter. Franklin wanted a design 
of Moses dividing the Red Sea and 
submerging the hosts of Pharaoh, 
with the motto, “Rebellion against 
tyrants is obedience to God.” “Adams 
suggested Hercules: and his club, 
while Jefferson preferred the guiding 
of the children of Israel. Afterward 
the making of the seal passed into 
other hands: and [t was not until 
June 20, 1782, that the great seal 
of America with the eagle as it is 
to-day, was finally accepted.

Bat when a scientist in endeavoring 
to find out the reason why a great 
many people in a certain district were 
dying from a mysterious ailnicnt is 
able to clear up the suffering and save 
the lives of the people, by adding. one 
simple article to their food, you and 
L have ot to sit up and take notice. 

And whit did he do? 

He found that the people “were eat- 
ing polished rice. All he did was to 
feed them the polishings. They were 
trying to live on a food that was detic 
fent in life-giving elements, When 
he tried to find out what this myster- 
jous. substance was that wag a part 
of the covering of the rice, he coukl 
not place it in any of the rezular di- 
visions of fool. You remember they 
are the (a) meats, mk sind 
(b) vegetables and browd, (c) fat, 
in butter, (d) salts, and (c) water, 

It didn’t seem ta count for much 
as food and yet without it the rest 
of the rice was insufficient for the 
needs of the body, It is found in 
milk, egy yolk, butter fat, the cereals 
and leaves of certain food ‘plants. 
Without it in the food there is not the 
normal growth and development of 
the” individual. 
soluble A’. 

Another unknown, substance four 
in milk and grains also essential to 
growth and development © is called 
“water soluble B’. Another absolute- 
ly necessary thing is the salts, as 
found in milk aud vegetables, 

Now what's the use of knowing this?

The initial cost of a steel tool is 
only a few shillings, whereds'that of 
a ‘diamond tool, may be several 
pounds; but the diamond will more 

than’ repay its: first cost In a much 
shorter time than the steel tool, 
which may be rulned at the outset. 

Diamond-pointed tools last many 
tinies as long as any -others, and, 
moreover, materiale cut by them 
rafely require polishing o> burnish- 
ing afterwards, so perfect are the 
cutting properties of the crystal. 

The average rough diamond has a 
very ordinary appearance, differing 
ttle from a common peddle of the 
beach. The lustre and colorless pro- 
perty of the treasured jewel are only 
found in a small proportion of the 
diamonds discovered in the mines. 
The rough diamond, known as “bor 
ty,** is as bard os the precious Jewel, 
and is the kind generally used for 
grinding implements, 

amend cleaving is an art in it- 
sclf, 

The crystal presents a form ‘of 
grain, or Unes of cleavage, along 
which only can it be aplit. A knowl 
edge of the lines of cleavage, {s very 
essential for the designer of diamond 
cutting Implements. ‘Even the most 
experienced diamond-cleaver will 
study a crystal under his microscope 
for. hours before cutting it. 

This crystalline structure, or pro- 
perty of being cloven, is probably re- 
lated closely to that pecullar property 
whereby one diamond will cut anoth- 
er.. Although one piece of steel will 
not cut another piece of ateel of equal 
‘hardness, a sharp diamond will make 
a clean cut in another diamond, and 
be worn away badly in the process.

“A bit of telephone history will 
show how few Ideals are wholly now.

Fashions In Engagement Rings. 


Romance was not associated with 
engagement rings when they Grat 
came Into fashion. The engagement 
ring {s sald to have originated as an 
institution to hold the fickle and for- 
getful man to his bargain from, the 
time he declared his passion until the 
wedding ceremony took place. 

It was during the second century 
B.C, that women began to flash an 
engagement ring on the fourth Anger 
af the left hand as a symbol of be- 
trothal. 

It was displayed on that particular 
finger because of the bellef, prevalent 
at the time, that a special veln ran 
from that finger.to the heart. Later, 
this idea was scouted and other fin- 
gers became fashionable. ‘< 

In Russia the ring was worn on 
the forefinger, and in France on the 
middle finger, while during the seven- 
teenth century English women wore 
the ring on the thumb, 

At one time ‘the engagement ring 
consisted of three hoops looped te- 
gether into what was known as a 
puzzle ring. On the wedding day one 
of these rings was given to the bride- 
groom, another to an intimate friend, 
and the bride kept the remaining 
hoop. 

For many centuries the engage- 
ment ring did duty as a wedding ring 
aswell. The wedding ring, aJs0, was 
not given from sentimental motives, 
but was at the start an article almost 
as practical as a frying-pan! The 
wife was given a plain gold ring with 
a key attached, so that she, and she 
only, could have access to household 

oods. 

The wedding ring was adopted by 
the .Anglo-Saxons about A.D. 860. 
During the generatiozts since then {t 
has been alternately plain and elabor- 
ate. . Very often the rings were in- 
scribed Ina puzzling fashion by in- 
terlocking the names of bride and 
groom.

A long paper on tho 
incident is now belng prepared and 
will be read before the Academy of 
Sciences, The only explanation of the 
“Jumping stick” so far advanced ls 
that it is a phenomenon of hypsome- 
try or of elasticity.

The brain is nothing more or less 
than a great nerve centre, the lerg- 
«wet and most important nerve ae 
tre in the body, Not every action of 
the body is controlled by this appara- 
tus, however, There is one kind of 
an action which is too simple to 4+ 
to the brain for direction—that is the 
sort of an action called a reflex. 

A reflex occurs’ when your hand 
feels something very warm ani in- 
stinctively draws back, The “shink- 
ing’ which causes you to draw your.

the brain, but in’ the épinal cord, 

Another type of ‘action, such as 
walking or breathing, is also nearly 
automatic, and this is taken care of 
in a special section of the brain which 
handles all of the nearly automatic 
things which the body does, 

Thinking, or directed action, makes 
the brain get to work and stirs up a 
lot of chemical processes. This sort 
of work done by the brain may be 
compared to a telephone switchboard, 
for connection between different wires 
is mado just as it is on the switch- 
board and the wires sometimes get 
crossed in the brain, just as they do in 
the ewitchboard. *

Four years ago, as a U.F.O. candid- 
ate, Mr. Drury, secured a majority 
of 2,308 in his riding, Halton. This 
year his Conservative opponent, Mr. 
George Hillmer won by nearly 
1,000. 

The sins of the Liberal party were 
visited upon Mr. F, Wellington Hay 
in North: Perth, Mr. Hay, | the 
“weak sister” and nominal lead- 
er of emasculated Liberal 
organization, polled a majority of 
1,641 votes as a Liberal candidate 
in 1919; but this year the Conser- 
candidate, Mr, J.D. Montcith won 
by a majority of more than 800, 
Yet North Perth is normally a. Lib- 
eral riding and Mr. Hay’s majority 
in 1915 was 549, 

In South Perth, the Hon. Peter 
Smith, who, as Provinejal treasurer 
during the Drury regime, dispensed 
public funds with a lavish Jand, went 
down to defeat before Mr. Irvine 
McCausland, whose majority was 
500. In 1919, Hon. Peter Smith, 
running on a U.F.O. platform, polled 
a majority of 2,586. 

Next to the victory of Mr. Fergu- 
son the most outstanding triumph is 
that of Sir Adam Beck, Hydro chair- 
man, who secured 9,810 votes, or 
a majority of approximately 7,000 
in a field of four.

Ruhr invancn Greatly 


‘Increases Cost Of Living 


By, HENRY WOOD 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 

Geneva, June 23—(United Press) — 
That the occupation of the Ruhr hax 
had a most scrious effect in increasing 
wholesale prices, and as 3 conseqnence, 
in increasing the cost of living the en- 
tire world over, has just been demon- 
strated by world-wide statistics gather- 
ed by the International “Labor Bureau. 


~ While natunilly, France,’ Germany 
and_Belgium, the countrics most direet- 
ly affected by the occupation of the], 
Ruhr, were the first to show the reper- 
cuwion on the cost of living, this lat- 
ter has now extended not only to all 
offer Buropean countries, but to Can- 
ada, Australia, China and Japan- 


Since the close of the war and the or- 
ganization of the .International Labor 
Bureau, the latter has been able to ca- 
tablish one fixed Jaw governing prices 
in all countries of fluctuating currency 
and exchange. This law demonstrates 
that every scrioua fluctuation in the 
value of the currency or exchange of 
Any country is first reflected in whole 
sale prices. If the currency goes down, 
wholesale prices immediately go up: 
This increase is then quickly extended 
to retail prices and the whole cost of 
living is quickly affected. 

CURRENCY VALVE SLUMPED 

The working’ out of this law consti- 
tutes the first clement in the increase is 
tho cost of living that his resulted from 
the occupation of the Ruhr, German, 
French and Belgian currency all suffered 
immediately a heavy slump. This then 
extended to wholesale prices, then to re 
tail prices and finally ,to the cost of 
living genemlly in those countries

exchange of Italy and other countrics 
that were not dircetly involved in’ the 
Occupation of the Ruhr. All of these 
countries quickly suffered an increase in 
the cost of living. 

The second clement that then enter 
ed into the general world-wide increase 
in wholesale prices and the. consequent 
inercaxe in the cost of living, was the 
disturbance of production caused by the 
‘occupation of the Ruhr. The cutting 
down there of the normal production 
of coal, minerals and-other product, na- 
turally caused an increased demand in 
England, the United States and other 
producing countries where this natural- 
ly caused an increase in prices with an 
additional repression on the cost of li 
ing. 

PRICES IN ENGLAND 

The general index number on. whdle- 
sale prices in England shows an increase 
of 2 per eent., but that of minerals alone 
shows an advance of § per ceut. 

In France the index number of whole- 
sale prices shows an increase of 38 per 
cent. over that’ for the beginning of 
1922 and 17 per cent. over that of the 
first of the present year. 

The index figures from the United 
States show an advanceg of 16 per cent. 
for coal and from 10 to 13 per cent. 
for izon, copper, tin and minerals gen- 
erallt. 

The index numbers of the Seandin- 
avian countries, Switzerland, Canadas, 
Australia, Ch in, all.show in- 
crease’ on wholesale prices. °
